for  and  received  help  from  the  Relief  Fund,  or  rather,  their 
friends  asked  for  them.  One  was  in  great  need  of  help  and 
the  Relief  Fund  made  it  possible  for  her  to  get  on  her  feet 
again.  The  other  v/as  in  a  dying  condition,  and  the  Relief 
Fund  relieved  her  financial  anxiety  during  her  last  weeks  of 
life.  It  is  hard  to  be  interested  in  something  vague,  but 
the  concrete  examples  make  it  real  and  bring  it  nearer  home. 

I  think  one  of  the  nicest  things  the  Relief  Fund  ever  did 
was  to  make  it  possible  for  an  Iowa  nurse  who  was  hopelessly 
ill  to  stay  in  her  home  v/ith  her  mother  until  she  died. 

They  ovmed  but  the  home,  but  would  have  had  to  leave  it  but 

for'  the  sm-all  help  the  Relief  ihind  could  give. 

Tvto  of  the  nurses  noxv  being  helped  are  in  institutions  and 
their  actual  expenses  of  living  are  met,  but  they  had  nothing 
for  personal  needs,  and  the  small  monthly  check  they  receive 
seems  like  riches  in  comparison." 

Surely  there  is  not  a  nurse  in  America,  who  is  a-ctively 
engaged  in  any  branch  of  her  profession  who  v/ill  not  gladly 
give  $1.00  a  year  and  many  can  give  more  to  this  splendid

ARTICLE  I.  ELIGIBILITY  ADD  MEMBERSHIP 


SECTION  I.  Any  graduate  of  St.  Luke's  Training  School,  who. 
is  a  Registered  Nurse  and  in  good  standing  in  the  Profession 

is  eligible  to  membership. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  be  three  classes  of  membership; 
Active,  Active-Associate  and  Honorary. 

SECTION  3.  Active  members  must  reside  v/ithin  the  First 
District  of  the  Illinois  State  Association  and  are  entitled 
to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  in  both  Alumnae 
and  State  Association. 

SECTION  4*  Active-Associate  members  may  vote  on  Alumnae 
affairs  only  and  hold  office  on  special  committees. 

SECTION  5.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred^ by  any  one 
who  has  rendered  special  service  to  the  Association.

ARTICLE  IV.  MEETINGS

SECTION  7.  The  Publication  and  Press  Committee  shall  have

SECTION  8.  Nominating  Committee  shall  at  the  December 
REVISION.  meeting  present  a  ticket  consisting  of  tvro  or 
more  names  for  each  office  to  be  filled,  such  nominees 
havint'  expressed  a  willingness  to  serve.
